WASHES GTOJff BUFFRA GE. 


A strange proposition comes from Wash- 


ington. It ia nothing less tlion a proposal 
to abolish the ballot box in the district 
Citizens are signing a paper addressed to 
tha Congressional committee which is to de- 


_ —li8* * new system of government for tho 


may be dispensed with. Had such a thing 
KB this been proposed by the people of a 
European city we should have pitied them 
for their blindness to their own welfare. 
Had it come from one of our territories 
where the people are trying various experi- 
ments wa should not have been surprised, 
but coming from the national capital it is 
rather startling. 


Tha Washingtouians who want to do with- 


out the ballot have become so disgusted 
with the results of municipal elections that 
they seek a heroic remedy for their ills. In 
acme respects Washington is uot like other 
cities. A rem»rkably large proportion of its 
tai payers are non-residents. 
They are at- 


tached to Congress or the executive depart- 
ments of the government or tho courts and 
while they spend half their time or more iu 
Washington they are not legal residents. 
On the other hand, a large proportion of 
the voters of the 
district are laborers 


of ft low 
grade 
of 
intelligence 
who 


have no pecuniary interest in the district 
and to whom it makes little or no difference 
what may be the rate of taxation, while the 
amount of work that is do be done is of vital 
importance to theni. They care not whether 
the board of public works is economical or 
boneit so long as it spends money. They 
do not care anything about fraudulent con- 
tracts so long as the contract is let and 
streets are paved and sewers dug. The 
money for these "improvements" comes 
mainly from men who have no voles in tho 
district and who have no means of checking 
extravagance. 


Thus it appears that while nominally 


there is no taxation in Washington without 
representation practically the tax payers 
are unrepresented and the people who can 
roio are anxious for an extravagant instead 
of an ecomical government aud hold other 
people's 
purse strings in their hands. 


Und«r these circumstances it is not strauge 
that the few citizaus of the district who 
both vote and pay taxes should desire to 
have suffrage abolished aud tho district 
governed by a commission or directly by 
Congress. 


But it should bo noticed that Washington 


li not entirely alone in its situation. Tweed 
rul«d new York because ho was supported 
by tha votes of men who had nothing lo 
low but everything to gain from an extrav- 
agant government. Tweed is not unpopular 
ia New York. 
It is not improbable that if 


he were eligible ho might now bo elected 


citizen* are alarmed ud with to flop thlnft 
effectually before they g«t any worm. VYhM 
will be done about the matter it iv iiujwiwi- 
ble to forecast, but the putt and prewut 
uUte of affair* fth*ke« our faith in the ballot 
box aa u panacea for political ills ftnd may 
lead us to suspect that it IB not wholly un- 
just to require a property qualification of 
voters,—at lenttt on fluaucial questions,—its 
is done now hero.
